SURRENDERED TO A FORCE OF BRITISH VESSELS. 


OVER FIFTY GERMAN CRAFT SUBMITTED, HEADED |

The Channel Islands were finally 
liberated at 7.14 a.m. on Wednes- 
day when Major-General Heine, of 
the German Army, signed the in- 
strument of surrender to the Allied 
Powets. Thus, more thah seven 
hours after the war had officially 
ended, the only part of the United 
Kingdom which had been in Ger- 
man occupation was freed from a 
bondage which had lasted since 
June 30th, 1940. : 

To receive the surrender of the 
German vessels at Copenhagen a 
British naval force steamed through 
minefields in the Skagerrak and 
Kattegat and penetrated into the 
Baltic for the first time for five 
years. x 

The German vessels were headed

had been shelling the Danish 
capital. With them in the harbour 
were two large destroyers, one small 
destroyer, two torpedo-boats, ten

Last night’s Soviet communiqué 
said that the Schoerner: group in 
Czechoslovakia had refused to com- 
ply with the terms of the armistice 
and the Russians had therefore 
gone over to the attack.

The British Foreign Minister, Mr. 
Anthony Eden, ‘said at a. Press 
conference yesterday that the list of 
the 16 Poles reported as having dis- 
appeared included nearly all the 
leading figures of the Polish under- 
ground movement, 

“These men,” Mr. Eden said 
“ maintained an excellent record of 
resistance to the Germans through- 
out the war. Most of them were 
just the type who, in our view, 
should be consulted about the new 
national Government in Poland, if 
such a Government is to be truly 
representative of Polish democratic 
political life in accordance with the 
Crimea decision. 

Mr. Eden stated the conversations 
were taking place outside the 
Conference itself. The most. un- 
happy “news” of the arrest of the 
Poles has made further progress with

Anglo-Eire Trade 
Agreement Hopes 


By AN INDUSTRIAL CORRESPONDENT 

Now that the European war is over 
Irish manufacturers and producers are 
discussing the prospects of a new 
Anglo-Eire trade agreement. The 
matter has, it is understood, also been 
discussed by representatives of United 
Kingdom .manufacturers who recently 
visited this country. During the war, 
cross-Channel manufacturers, when 
approached in regard to for 
Eire, gave an assurance of their readi- 
ness to resume normal trading rela- 
tions as soon as peace was restored. 
It must be expected, therefore, that 
big efforts in this direction will at once 
be set in motion. 

The Trade Agreement of 1938 had 
little opportunity to prove its worth, 
because of the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war Furthermore, it had only 
a three years’ lease of life, and, there- 
fore, expired on May 18th, 1941. 
Trade since then between the two 
countries has been of a desultory 
nature, and steps are, it is thought, 
about to be taken to put it on a 
sounder and more mutually advan- 


eous basis. 

t will be recalled that the 1938 
Agreement was designed to give 
British manufacturers a chance of 
competing fairly in the Irish markets, 
and that this was to be e the 
lowering of tarifiís. found by the Prices 
Commission. to be too high.

democracy “is that parties, groups 
and individuals shall be permitted 
to express their views without let 
or. hindrance. So soon as a 
Government decides to curb or 
restrain that freedom of public 
expression, democratic ideals 
must begin to wilt. Naturally, in 
time of war or national 
emergency, normal conditions no 
longer .can be ,expected. . Sqlus 
reipublica suprema lex. No 
intelligent or reasonable democrat 
can complain if, when the very 
life of his nation is on the hazard, 
the Government, which has 
been elected democratically, im- 
poses certain restrictions upon the 
newspapers. Journalists them- 
selves would be the last to 
grumble in circumstances of 
national peril; but, in our view, 
it is essential that censorship 
shall be confined to periods of 
genuine danger. 

Speaking in the Senate on 
Tuesday, Mr. Gerald Boland, 
Minister for Justice, announced 
that the censorship in this country 
“would disappear soon.” We 
hopé sincerely that this statement 
reflects. the views of Mr. de 
Valera and his Cabinet. Mr. 
Boland is not responsible for the 
censorship, which comes under 
the control of the Minister for 
the Co-Ordination of Defensive 
Measures, whose views on the 
subject of its continuance are as 
yet unknown. May we appeal to 
Mr. Aiken to make an end of the 
censorship with the least possible 
delay? The war, so far as it 
affects, or is likely to affect, our 
little country, is overt. There no 
longer are diplomatic relations 
between Ireland and Germany, 
for the good and sufficient reason 
that the structure of the Third 
Reich has been destroyed, and 
the German Minister in Dublin, 
whose demeanour throughout the 
war has been dignified as well as 
diplomatically - correct, has 


‘Tl informed Mr. de Valera that he 


considers his mission to have 
come to an end. Under 
Providence, Ireland has been 
kept out of war's fatal whirlpool; 
and our little land now can look 
forward to an unbroken period 
of peace. We believe that at 
heart, the Taoiseach is a 
democrat. Nevertheless, the 
mere fact that he towers above 
all his party colleagues in per- 
sonality, as well as in political 
ability, has made him at times 
impatient and ‘intolerant of that 
criticism which must be expected 
and accepted by every demo- 
cratic leader. We confess that 
we are. slightly concerned 
regarding his attitude towards 
the Press. In the first month of 
1938, nearly two years before the 
war began, Mr. de Valera was 
the guest of honour at the

Those Shelters 
From the physical point of 
view, the war has left few traces 
upon Dublin city. The ruins 
which are .characteristic of 
Belfast, and of virtually every 
large town across the Channel, 


pare mercifully absent from our 


own capital. Indeed, the visitor 
would perceive only one indica- 
tion that for several years this 
city was on the edge of crisis. 
He would have his eyes offended 
—and, if he were a motorist or 
cyclist, his progress impeded— 
by some hundreds of air-raid 
shelters, which sprang up, as it 
were, overnight during the 
terrible winter of 1940. Now 
that the European war is over, 
can we. venture to hope that 
these excrescences will be removed 
as rapidly as they came? They 
are, unfortunately, an “ unpro- 
ductive asset”: nothing can be 
done with them; they cannot 
even be sold for scrap. Never- 
theless, they are only a nuisance 
where they are—a danger to 
traffic, and a blemish. It is 
highly improbable that they ever 
will see service. Even if, by 
some miracle, hostilities should 
flare out again, and this country 
once more should be faced with 
crisis, they would be next to 
useless; for all the experience of 
the last two or three years of 
war has shown that surface 
shelters offer no real protection 
against the colossal bombs which 
are employed nowadays—bombs 
in comparison with which the 
“land mine” that wrecked the 
North Strand was but a baby. 
We would urge the Govern- 
ment and Corporation to 
symbolise the return of peace by 
the instant removal of these 
shelters, and to let Dublin’s 
citizens see their city as they saw 
it so many years ago.

PURE FOOD 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
SIR— The Irish Housewives con- 
gratulate the Irish Retail Traders' 
Protection Association on their 
“pure food” scheme which they 
have submitted to Dr. Ward. 
, Weare entirely in favour of some 
form of control of the manufacture 
of food stuffs. Not only should the 
manufacturesr submit his product 
for analysis, and the contents be 
printed on containers, but no person 
should manufacture any article of 
food until his premises and method 
of manufacture have been passed -as 
suitable, and he has been granted a 
licence as'a fit person to manufac- 
ture food. 

We think that the public should 
«be safeguarded from possible 
infection by persons engaged in 
manufacturing or handling food 
being submitted to medical examina- 
tion. This, of course, would apply 
to shopkeepers as well as manufac- 
turers. 

The question of licences for 
retailers has been discussed by the 
trade, presumably to limit the 
number of small shops. We should 
like a high standard of cleanliness 
to be the basis on which licences 
are granted. We again stress the 
need for more inspectors, and more

It happened at the 
time of the first rush of the crowd 
through the gates, when everyone’s 
attention was on them, and not on 
the. two gentlemen with the flag. 
The reaction throughout College 
to this incident is a unanimous 
feeling of disgust. 

The position of the Irish flag, 
under the others, was due to 
momentary hot-headedness, and is 
also regretted by College. It was 
in the process of being re-hoisted 
above the others when a se 
official said that one flag only could 
be hoisted on the staff. The U.S.A. 
fiag was then put up as the one least 
likely to cause ill-feeling, and at the 
same time te express our sentiments.
